Some days ago, while in Ellis coun­ 
ty, Texas, I had an opportunity to 
inspect some of the pike roads which 
have been built there within 
the 
past three or four years. 
Ellis county is in the blackest of 
the black land counties, an in former 
times a rain meant that all heavy 
traffic must cease, and if the rains 
continued any length of time, even 
travel in light vehicles came to an 
end for the time being. 
Now how­ 
ever, all this is changed, and the 
farmers have (formed the habit of 
waiting until it is too wet to work 
in the fields before hauling 
their 
produce to town. 


My main observations were made at 
Italy, a town in the southeastern cor 
ner of the county, which is in the 
center of a road district that 
has 
built fifty-one miles of road at an 
average cost of $1,800 per mile. The 
material used is a sort of white rock 
gravel, which is abundant in*places. 
The road bed was carefully graded 
up so that the ditches along the side 
may carry off the water as fast as 
it falls. 
Then the material is dump­ 
ed, the middle of the road being cov­ 
ered to a depth of eighteen inches 
and gradually growing (thinner to­ 
wards the sides. 
The 
road 
runs 
through the town of Italy and i3 so 
well built that a ten penny nail can­ 
not be driven into it. 
Mayor J. M. 
I arker was one of the prime movers 


ct the enterprise and also inspected 
the work carefully as it was being 
done. 
He stated that many laughed 
at the work and thought the material 
was no good, and the first heavy rain 
seemed to bear out their forebodings, 
for the roads were badly cut by the 
tires of passing wagons. 
However, 
this proved the very thing, for after 
a split log drag had been run over 
them a few* times and the ruts filled 
up it was found that the roads had 
been packed dow n just as they should 
be, and there has been no trouble 
since. No steam roller was necessary 
in building the roads, and no crushed 
rock used in the material. 
In fact,

■SOOTH MOUNTAIN BITTLE 


Washington, D. C., S ept 14.—Fifty 
years ago today the national capital 
was anxiiusly awaiting news of the 
outcome of the great battle that was 
being fought by the Union and Con­ 
federate arim es at South Mountain, 
less than fifty miles distant 
from 
Washington. 
This battle was really 
the decisive one of the 
Maryland 
campaign and led to the great fight 
at Antietam three days later. 
South Mountain is a spur of the 
Blue Ridge range, extending north of 
the Potomac from 'Harper’s 
Ferry. 
There are two passes through 
the 
mountains, one known as T urner’s 
gap and the other as Cram pton’s gap. 
The first named affords a passage 
from 
Frederick 
to 
Williamsport, 
while Cram pton’s gap, a few miles to 
the south, gives a sim ilar opening to 
Harper's Ferry. 
General Lee, after the victory 
at 
Bull Run August 30, had crossed the 
Potomac and invaded Maryland. 
A 
few days later he divided his forces, 
sending “Stonewall” Jackson to cap­ 
ture H arper’s Ferry. To relieve Har­ 
per’s Ferry, Gen. McClellan ordered 
Gen. Franklin 
through 
Crampton’s 
gap. 
The remainder of the federal 
army was to pass through T urner’s 
gap and fall upon Gen. Lee’s main 
column. 
Gen. D. H. Hill, of the Confederate 
torces, succeeded in reaching 
Tur­ 
ner’s gap before the 
federals 
The 
Confederate general McLaws likewise 
succeeded in getting into position at 
C ram pton’g gap. 
The battles of the 
14th were fought to wrest these po­ 
sitions from the Confederates. 
As Gen. Lee’s object in occupying 
and holding these positions to delay 
the federal advance until the capture 
of H arper’s Ferry and the concentra­ 
tion of his forces, they were held ten­ 
aciously. 
Gen. 
Hill, 
reinforced 
by 
Longstreet’s corps, succeeded in hold­ 
ing T urner’s gap until the day was 
ended. 
Gen. Franklin forced C am p ­ 
ton s gap late In the afternoon, but 
not soon enough to relieve H arper’s 
Ferry. 
This im portant point fell into

Gen. Lee was enabled to unite his
